LLOYD’S NEW RULES. ~

At o epec'al meeting of the General 
Committee of Lloyd’s, held in London 
recently, reviged rules for the con- 
ttruction and classification of steel 
ships were approved and adopted, snd 
theas will come into force at the ex- 
piration ¢f six months from July 13. 
They may, however, at once be 


adopted with the sanction of the 


owner in the case of any vessel already 
contracted for, or which may be con- 
tracted for before that date. 

In recent yeats many changes and 
developments in shipbuilding have 


taken place and grenter attention’ bas 
been paid to the scientific study of 
the functions of the particular parts- 
i From time to time, 
various new foints of view have bean 
presented, the adoption of which has 
helped to make the construction of 
ebips cheaper, by the simplification of 


of the structure, 


design and consequent saving of 
Jabour, while, on the other hand, by 


the abolition of redundant members 


of the stracture and there-distribution 
of material, it has been possible to 
secure some saving in weight. 

The last. revision of the Rules of 
Ltoyd’s Register was mada in 1909, 
prior to which time ‘the basis 
scantlings bad remained practically 
onaltered for many years ond kad led 
the recogvition of numerous types of 
vessels, auch as awning deck, shelter 
deck, epar deck, and shade deck. The 
revision in 1909 reduced the number 
of types of vessels for which proviticn 
was mode to the full ecantling vessi 1 
and the shelter deck vessel, ‘Ex:

SEAPLANE CATAPULT. | 


FLYING START FROM DECK 
OF WARSHIP. ~ 


News is to band of eomo intercsting 
teats ofa gisnt catapult which hasbeen 
instolled on the quarter deck of the 

United States battleship “ Maryland "* 

for giving seaploncs an initial start of 
sixty miles per bour, Thisis not by 
any meana a novel arrangement. 
Tho oligival neroplanes of the Wright 
brothers were launched into the air 
from high platforms by way of giving 
them a good start; and it was con- 
sidered a grest advance when the 
machines were able, by taxiing along 
the ground to take flight duc to their 
own power and sped, Tho “lift” is 
always facilitated by driving agninst 
what wind there may be, Sra planes 
have the advantage, on smooth water, 
of being able to taxi along thesurface 
at full apeed in any direction. During, 
the war acroplanc carriers came into 
vogno, the main feature being a clear 
upper deck with a run long enough 
for tho machine ta * take-off,” snd, 
conversely for “landing.” The latter 
operation was rarely successful, and 
even jo" taking-off ’ many machines 
were wrecked by diving into the 
sea instead of rising into the air, 
the initio! speed being insullicient, 
ond the eddy currents from 
the clif-like sidea of thw ship 
being responsible for a good many 
side-slips and nose or tail dives. Even 
before the war the difficulty had been 
appreciated; and launching experi- 
mente were carried out with more or 
lesa succuss, ‘The machine was 
moucted on a emall troiley, ad both 
were shot overside at a sp ed which 
would ensure that the plane had pot 
hold of the air, and would plile.

DANGERS OF COMMUNION CUP. 


NEED FOR ALTERNATIVE., 


— ‘ 


Tho use of the common communion 
cup was whole-heartedly condemned 
by Dr. Read at the Sydaoy Pablic 
Health Conference. It was urged thet 
tho church should find an alternative. 

After dealing with the number of 
disesees known to be communicated 
through the lips, and mouth, Dr. 
Rend pointed out that it waa an ex- 


traordinaty anomaly thet people in 


churches, when they used a commen 
communion enp, did what waa for- 
bidden in bora and refreshment 
rooms. : 

It was possibly true that no case of 
infection had ever been traced toa 
communiun cup, but this did not 
mean that such had never beca the 


Ne 

Ho-bad not made a buctericlogical 
exemination of a communion cup, 
but Lhe “cleansing cloth ” bad been 
found to be swarming with bacteria. 

Many of the clorgymen said that no 
harm could come to anyone taking 
part in auch a holy service. That 
waa all very well for those who held 


that view but what of the others? It, 


was admitted that faith’ was neces: 
sary but why putobstacles in the way 
of ite exorciss! 

EDUCATING THE CLERGY. 

It was quite time that our well- 
meaning clergy were educated in 
vital question, They had yet to 
learn that the investigator who used 
tis brain for humanity wos the 
Almighty’s only agent in di ea e pre- 
vention, and that it must be wrong 
to disregard his warvings. 

Quite ‘apart from the risk of infec- 
tion, many people disliked the use of 
the common cup irom ao sense of 
cleanliness. 

Giving the orguments on the other 
side, the Lambet . Conference of 1903, 
ssid the dcctor, bad obtained an 
opinion from “a high medical av 
thority,” who etated that no case of 
infectious disease had been traced to 
the common communion cup, and that 
the danger of its use waa negligible. 

Many of the clergy, however, knew 
that persons were prevented [rom tak- 
ing communion by the fear of infec. 
tion, acd for this reason they were 
opposed to tho use of a common cup. 

Dr. Read urged that the Church 
intborities should be approached to 
devise some altornative method more 
in accord with the dictates of modein 
bygiene.
